This town been thrown into 
m state of agitation again by the 
precipitation of a movement to 
secure the annexation of Bloom 
field to Newark. It is proposed to 
ivor to have the question o 
ttion voted on by the people 
aft a special election on Tuesday, 
April 5. There remains yet 
weeks before the election for a gen¬ 
eral discussion of the question at 
issue and the columns of the Cit¬ 
izen are freely open to all .who 
may deaire to express their views, 
either pro or con, on the subject, 
la the mass of correspondence pub¬ 
lished this week the Citizen 
makes no indorsement as yet of 
any of the sentiments therein ex¬ 
pressed. This non-committal at¬ 
titude is assumed for the express 
.purpose of encouraging full aud 
free discussion. ' It is realized on 
our part that this issue of annexa¬ 
tion is a matter of most serious im¬ 
port. Public school education is 
involved and appears to be one of 
the paramount reasons for dread

mg annexation. 

This perpetnal disturbing of pub¬ 
lic peace and tranquilty by the 
agitation of this question of an 
Deration should be stopped. If it 
ia defeated by popular vote it is an 
that must be kept in abeyance 
Urn greater Newark ad 
which involves the taking in of all 
wf the territory east of the Orange 
Mountains is ready for consutnma- 
aou. But as some of our citizens 
have deemed it expedient to urge 
on the part of Bloomfield a pre 
mature step in the direction of 
the creation of greater Newark, it 
is incumbent upon them to make 
as fully aud as widely 
ible the reasons that have 
prompted them to take the actiou 
they have taken. 

It will be conceded that no pri¬ 
vate interests should be permitted 
to stand m Ahe way of a general 
public benefit, but on the other 
hand it must be borne in mind that 
when a score or less of people in 
aagurate a movement that effects 
the entire population of the town, 
the responsibility for giving ex 
placit reasons for such a course is 
greatly enhanced.

brant's remarks ia favor of anor 
to Newark. I have two daughters at¬ 
tending our schools—ooe now in the 
High School, and the other I hope to see 
go through the High School of Bloom¬ 
field—opt that of Newark. 1 have given 
this matter considerable thought, and 
Mr. Gera brant puis ooe ia nnud of cross¬ 
ing a bridge before they get to iL This 
town, to far as I am able to learn from 
what I consider reliable authority, ia in 
no worse condition financially than all 
the other towns about ua: for instance. 
Orange, South Orange. East Orange, 
Glen Ridge, aud other places. 

It really seems like a disgrace to the 
meu of this town to have to admit we 
have not tbe ability to manage our own 
municipal affairs. This school question 
is an important one. I think, person¬ 
ally, that there are too many up to date 
methods employed in our course of in¬ 
struction. If some of our manual train¬ 
ing. cookery, etc., were cut out the results 
would be better when the graduated 
pupils start out to make their own way 
in tbe world. It seems, however, that 
since it is the rule to have this manual 
training, etc., and that the State requires 
it under certain qpnditions, that it may 
he tbe beet that we maintain our extrava 
gant up-to-date methods. This beini 
so, 1 am willing to pay my share 
taxes, and,, in fact, more, if necessary 
rather than have our schools deteriorate, 
and I do not think there was any one at 
tbe Board of Trade meeting who wants 
to see our schools go below the present 
standard, not even Mr. Garabrant, and I 
wish to present here a few facts not 
generally known : 

First—Our school buildings, on an 
average, are superior to the Newark 
buildings; a fact easily proven. 

Second —That the Newark Bo<rd of 
Education will NOT maintain a High 
School here in Bloomfield, even if Mayor 
Doreuius did lead Mr. Garabrant to think 
so. We must not loae sight of the fact that 
Bloomfield is nearer to tne High School 
of Newark than some parts of that city 
from which scholars attend. Why 
should they maintain a High School for 
no few scholars as this town has, when 
they cannot accommodate the children 
of Newark to day ? This ia • fact to be 
easily proven, if Mr. Garabrant veil 1 only 
investigate further. 

Third—It is also well known, and 
easily ascertained, if one watches the 
school news of the Newark papers, that 
Politics of the Rankest Kind pre¬ 
vails in the Newark Board of Education, 
and enters into every detail of school 
work, even to tbe appointment of a 
janitor. 

Fourth— That the personal exebaage 

of views between parents and teachers, 
which is possible here in this town, is 
almost impossible under the Newark 
school system. My experience shows 
me that this is do thing to look over 
lightly. 

Fifth—That the primary and grammar 
des of Newark have to meet in half- 
sessions, and be housed in sheet- 
iron buildings, etc. Keep this in mind. 
Newark cannot take care of its own 
children. Where are we coming in ?

Mavor Doremu* is s fine gentleman, hm 
be is not the whole thing. He has po¬ 
litical aspirations. Who knowb but what 
he will try and advance to lie (Governor 
of the State ? And why should wr base 
the belief on what he says that the city 
will do for ua better, or even as well, as 
we can do for ourselves * 

The argument is used hy the annexa¬ 
tionists that Newark has water wasted 
(running over the Mac op in dam) that 
would supply this town and more, and it 
would be a saving of at least fso.ouo to 
Newark, a saving of $30,000 more on our 
incidental expenses, making a total of 
640 ooo which Newark would give ns th« 
benefit of. This sounds real nice from 
a smooth, fluent talker like Mr. Gars- 
braat and we will admit it, keeping in 
mind, however, that on item of teachers 
alone wa pay ( 41 , 000 . The same teach¬ 
ers in Newsrk (to maintain schools on 
tbe present basis) would be paid ( 55 . 000 , 
making it necessary for Newark to use 
*<4 .000 of this (40 ooo pickup. And 
where, oh where I is our fire protection, 
oar police and RoaOS, end other absolute 
necessities, coming in ? 

It happens that rn my school career I 
was a pupil in both Newark and East 
Orange schools, end I know that tbe Seat 
Orange school was far better than any of 
three Newsrk schools I attended. I 
doubt if conditions have changed very 
materially, even if Mayor Doremus says 
Newark schools are as good as Plainfield, 
Montclair, etc. We do not all expect to 
go to the exceptionally good technical 
school Mr Garsr>r*nt refers to. 

I notice that Mr. Garabrant referred to 
tb* necessity of keeping the remit in 
Mil repair, but he did not my wbat

But outside of the house-owners In 
tbe Wsteeeslng school dlstrlot there le n 
f etor In taxation, and which as a factor 
It does not entail any seat upon Uta pub¬ 
lic eoboois, It turua In more than .uffl 
dent rsvaous to defray tba coat to tbe 
town of maintaining tbe Wateeeelug 
school. There are within the bouoda- 
rlee of tbe Watoeeeiog school district
